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INTRODUCTION 


“The Ladder Dictionary is based on 5,000 of the most frequently used 
words in written English—words a person will see and need to know most 


= often in any English literature he reads. The 5.000 words constitute a- 


vocabulary developed by the United States Information Agency as a re- 
sult of consulting frequency word counts, English-teaching word lists, and 
a number of teachers of English as a foreign language. The vocabulary 


_ has been used, tested, and revised over a period of twelve years in prepa- ` 


ration of simple English books for adult readers of English as a foreign 
language. 

For English teaching purposes, the 5.000 words.are divided into five 
levels or ladder rungs of approximately one thousand words each, accord- 
ing to the frequency of their use. After each appears a number in paren- 
theses ( ) which shows the level at which the word is located. Words on 
the first level, shown by (1), are among the thousand most frequently used 
words in written English. Those on the second level, shown by (2), are 
among the second thousand most frequently used words. Those on the 
third (3). fourth (4), and fifth (5) levels follow the same pattern of fre- 
quency. 

Prefixes and suffixes are not counted as words. The most often used 
ones are included in the body of the dictionary and have a word level. _ 
There are also in the-dictionary a number of additional en- 
tries—combined words—which do not have a word level designation. 
These are words or phrases which are constructed from two or more of 
the 5,000 basic words, prefixes, and/ or suffixes, which are frequently 
used in English. They are listed separately because in combined form they 
have a new meaning. The meaning of the word afternoon is clear from the 
two words that combine to make it, after and noon. The usual meaning of — 
high school, however, is not clear from the two words high and school. 
High school, therefore, is included as an entry word. Other examples are 
firecracker and runner-up. 

The words in this dictionary are arranged in order according to the let- 
ters of the English alphabet: A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, J, K, L, M, N, O, 
P. Q, R, S, T, U, V, W. X, Y. Z. For example, the word clear comes af- 
ter the word clean because “r” comes after “n” in the alphabet; both 
come before the word clench because “a” comes before “nn”

The word clear is printed in dark type so that it is easy to find. It is the 

entry word. The word clear and all the information about it that follows 

is called an entry. Following the entry word is the number (/). This shows 2

and, in an abbreviated form for quick reference, at the bottom of every 
fourth page. This pronunciation key, an adaptation of the Trager-Smith 
transcription system, is used widely by experts on teaching English as a 
foreign language. : 

Following the pronunciation, the part of sptech is shown by the letters 
adj., which is an abbreviation for the word adjective. The abbreviations 
for parts of speech used in the dictionary are: 


noun—n. verb—y. conjunction—conj. 
pronoun—pron. adverb—adv. interjection—interj. 
adjective—adj. preposition—prep. 


See definitions of each of these parts of speech in the dictionary and see 
also “Brief Explanation of English Grammar.” 

Four meanings are given for the word clear used as an adjective. The 
meaning numbered 1. is the most frequently occurring meaning. The 
meanings numbered 2., 3., etc., occur in that order of frequency. This rule 
should not be regarded too strictly, however, since the frequency of mean 
ings may be extremely close in some cases. 

In order to help make each meaning of a word easily understood, an 
example is usually given showing how the word is used in a sentence con- 
veying that meaning. These examples, which are preceded by the letters 
Ex., also assist the reader to incorporate that meaning into the vocabu- 
lary he is readily able to use. 

Following the meanings and examples of clear as an adjective is the let- 
ter v. As we have seen above, this is the abbreviation for verb and means 
that the word clear is also used as a verb. Three meanings are then given 

for the word clear as a verb with an example for each. 

Next are the words clear'ance and clear'ness, divided into syllables and 
followed by the letter n. for noun, and the word clear'ly foliowed by the 
letters adv. for adverb. Since the most common meaning of clear as a 


noun or adverb when combined with the suffixes -ance, -ness, and -ly can 
be understood from the meanings for the adjective and adverb and from 
™smeaning for the suffixes, no separate meanings or examples are given.
